CATANIA, Sicily (UPI) — 
Mount Etna's mighty volcano 
erupted through a second 
erater with a foar today, spew- 
ing forth smoke, glowing 
rocks and ashes for an hour. 

Sicilian peasants, returning 
to their slope - side villages, 
were forced to flee again. They 
evacuated the mountain dur- 
ing Sunday's eruption. 

Volcano experts feared the 
10,758-foot ,voleano, biggest in 
Europe, was on the verge of 
spilling out a giant flow of 


lava that would destroy vil- 
lages and vimeyards on its 
slope. | 

The central crater of the 
volcano erupted Sunday with a 
violence unmatched in modern 
times. The crater had been long 
dormant. Today's explosion 
came from the more active 
northeastern crater. 

Three earthquakes rocked 
the Terni area, 50 miles north 
of Rome and 350 miles from 
Etna, early today but there 
was no indication they were 


linked with 
rumblings. 

Sunday's explosion hurled 
huge chunks of lava into the 
air and a mushroom - shaped 
cloud shot up five miles with 
the speed of an express train. 
The slopes of the mountain 
trembled. 

The Italian navy radio 
centre at Messina said today it 
had been deluged with calls 
from ships at sea reporting 
the “atomic style” cloud and a 
rain of volcanic dust as far as 
75 miles away.

Red.hot ash set fire to vine- 
yards and pine groves on the 
slopes and damaged automo- 
bile tops in Piedimonte, 10 
miles away. 

Fine ash has blown east- 
ward to shower villages as far 
away as Porto Salvo, 46 miles 
from Etna on the Italian main- 
land, 


Smaller explosions continued 
until after dark. Billowing 
black smoke hid the mountain 
peak from view. 


Then, late Sunday night, the 
volcano settled down to a calm 
So unusual for Etna that the 
silencé itself was ominous. 


._Voleano experts said it could 
be the quiet before the storm; 
that it might presage a great 
flow of lava from the crater to 
the sea, sweeping everything 
in its path, 


The University of Catania’s 
Prof. Alfred Rittman said he 
could find no record of an 
Etna disturbance bigger than

the one that exploded at noon 
Sunday: 

He said it was more power- 
ful than one in 1928 in which 
the flow of lava coursed down 
the mountainside, wiped out 
one village; partly destroyed 
another and caused $10 million 
worth of damage. 

Rittman sent a team of ex- 
perts up the toftuous, lava- 
strewn southern slope of Etna 
after dark Sunday night to 
sound the volcano’s inner rum- 
blings and try to determine 
what would happen next.

Villages on the northeast 
slopes. where most of the cin- 
ders and ash fell Sunday, ap 
pealed for national police re- 
inforcements to stand by in 
case they needed help in mov: 
ing out quickly. 

Rittman said it was five 
days between the 1928 erup- 
tion and the start of the lava 
flow. 

The volcano has erupted 
some 500 times in the past 
2,400 years and claimed the 
lives of an estimaged one 
million persons,

Source of Confidence 


What, then, is the reason for this 
new surge of Democratic confidence? 
The main reason, of course, is the two- 
term amendment that forbids the Re- 
publicans to draft Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower at the last minute. One leading 
Demoerat has bitterly remarked thet 
“if those damined Republicans hadn't 
passed that amendment to trample on 
Franklin Roosevelt's memory, they'd 
have the President of the United 
States in the hands of the taxidermists 
this minute, being stuffed for: perma- 
neney, and we couldn't win another 
election in this éentury.” 


The remark,. though coarse, might 
accurately reflect the Democratic esti- 
mate of the President's unvarying per 
sonal appeal, which is so strangely un 
affected by the public's varying 
opinions of the Eisenhower administra- 
tion. It, also suggests the Democratic 
opinion that Vice-President Richard M 
Nixon is not as ‘formidable as ‘he looks. 


In this respect, the Democrats seem’ 


over-hopeful to this reporter. “Tf one can 
judge by the results of rather wide. 
spread doorbell ringing; Nixon has a far 
stronger popular base than is generally 
supposed, even im Republican ranks. But 
it is certainly true that Nixon lacks 


“a nice man,” without particular consid- 
eration of his qualities as a national 
leader. . 
“The shrewdest of the assembled 
Defnocrats—those who do not share the 
widespread underestimate of Nixon— 
make another point which is certainly 
valid. They say that Nixon is untested 
‘in the kind of campaigning he will have 
to do to win the presidency. He cannot 
run for president, after all, in the way 
he ran for the House and Senate in Cali- 
fornia. He certainly cannot run for the 
presidency in his sharply partisan man- 
ner of 1954, 1956 and 1958, when Pres}- 
dent Eisenhower assigned him the 
“shock-troop” role. He wil! therefore 
have to develop a quite new manner. 


Republican Trouble 


The manner Nixon develops will have 
to be pretty miraculous, too, in the opin- 
ion of most of the Democratic bigwigs, 
because the Republican party is thought 
to be in bad trouble at the moment. For 
this View, there is considerable evidence.

They planned to go before 
the electorate on a platform of peace and 
prosperity, with full knowledge.that the 
peace part of the platform, at least, was 
straight Madison Avenue stuff. 


Peace Plank Destroyed 


The failure of the summit meeting, 
the contempt for the United States dis- - 
played by the Soviet leadership, the 
humiliations -that have been suffered In 
these last weeks, have knocked the in- 
tended peace plank in the Republican 
platform into a-cocked hat.

patient, hence, apparently, the injury to the 
person's nerves was due to some other 
cause. I have, of course, seen rare cases of 
“pernicious anemia,” and in their cases have 


- worked a miracle by giving vitamin B 12, I 


have sometimes suspected that a certain 
person's skin condition might be helped by 
giving vitamin A, but I cannot remember 
ever having seen any spectacular result after 
such treatment.

: A lack of vitamin C produces scurvy, 
which used to be a common disease of sailors 
and explorers. Once in my life I saw a 
man—a trapper. in the Canadian north 
countgy--who said he once had had scurvy, 
but I never saw a man with symptoms that 
I could be sure of.

Then I said, “Isn't it remark- 
able that most of you and many of us 
doctors act with our hospital patients as if 
all of them were just one jump ahead of 
the mortician, with some disease due to lack 
of vitamins!” 

People who, at the close of World War II, 
failed to read the long reports of nutritional, 
studies made on the emaciated prisoners in 
Germany and Japanese stockades failed to 
note the surprise of the investigators when 
they did not find—as theoretically |they 
should have‘ found—thousands of cases of 
iliness due to lack of vitamins. As I remem- 
ber, the investigators gained the impression 
that what these emaciated prisoners needed 
most was not so much certain vitamins as 
much food in general, and more protein in 
particular,
